upon the Ajipendix of the newly 
fii‘st sixty-eight pages of the one hundred and foidy-eight 
l)age A])pendix ai'e devoted to “an index and bibliogi'ajihy 
interpreting and amending the abbi’eviated i‘efei*(Mices to 
authorities by Linnaeus in the first edition of Species Planf- 
(inn)i” ju'epai’ed by J. L. Heller. The intricacies and in¬ 
consistencies of the literature citations in Species Plantarum 
are a severe hurdle for the avei'age user of this work. One 
is fairly fi'cipiently led astray by some quirk of citation not 
easily determined and only after much struggling do(‘s he 


manage to ivturn to the correct ])ath of search. Ih'lh'r’s 
meticulously pi'epared notations should go far to helj) the 
unwary find his (piest when looking for a Linnaean 
relerc'iice. 

Mr. Steam’s contributions to the Appendix include a 
section of notes on illusti'ations and a section of four sup- 
plementary Tannaean iiublications including Methodus 

(17“>d), Demonstrationes Plantarum (ITo;)), Genera Plant¬ 
arum (1754) and (^rdines Naturales (17(>‘l). In ad<lition. 
he has pi’ovided a most useful index to the classes, genei’a 
and species of both \’olumes I and 11 wheieljy, thi'ough a 
s(‘ries of different syml>ols, the reader is given consid(M‘al.)]e 
information aiul led to many references on the typification 
of the genera. 

All botanists are indebt('d to Mr. Steaiai and th.e Ray 
Society for making Species Plantarum again availal)l(\ but 
the added inateiaal at the beginning of Volume 1 and at 
the end of Volume 11 ai’e alone worth what we are asked 
to pay for the entire work. — Reed C. Rollins, okay 
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
